war-disaster. 


From Shanghai, a hot-bed of battle scenes, brutal­

Not since the days of the lamented Richard Hard­ 
ing Davis has there been as colorful a correspon­ 
dent following the troops into battle for the glory 
of wTiting newspaper copy. Whether it is Cha­ 
teau Thierry (where he lost an eye and almost his 
life during the World War), whether it is the 
Mexican border and pursuit of bandits or whether 
it is this new Far East disturbance with its alarm­ 
ing possibilities, Gibbons, armed with his type­ 
writer, may always be found, 


He accompanied Pershing’s punitive expedition in 
search of Villa in 1917 and then covered the 
World War for the Chicago Tribune. He was on 
the Laconia when it was sunk by a German tor­ 
pedo off the Irish coast, and was among those 
saved from a watery grave. Accompanying the 
Japanese troops, he was pushing ahead through 
bitter cold weather toward Harbin when word 
came of the hostilities at Shanghai.

HELLO EVERYBODY* 


T'his is Floyd Gibbons, ace of war correspondents, 
headline hunter de luxe, adventurer of parts, 
broadcasting from flame-lighted, shot-pierced, 
terror-stricken Shanghai, China, where the yel­ 
low’ races are at each other’s throats in a bloody 
struggle that may kindle the spark of another 
war-disaster. 


From Shanghai, a hot-bed of battle scenes, brutal­ 
ity, human misery and suffering, the king-pin of 
all war scribes, ducks his helmeted head behind a 
bullet-scarred wall to scribble notes for those col­ 
orful yams he writes for readers of this news­ 
paper and other client papers of International 
News Service. 


Gibbons, known for his rapid-fire radio broad­ 
casts, turned down a lucrative broadcasting offer 
to accept the International News Service assign­ 
ment to go to China. It was because of his love 
of adventure—his newspaper blood which drives 
him to strange and dangerous places for the 
thrill of gathering and writing news to thrill the 
stav-at-homes. 


Not since the days of the lamented Richard Hard­ 
ing Davis has there been as colorful a correspon­ 
dent following the troops into battle for the g lo ry 
of wTiting newspaper copy. Whether it is Cha­ 
teau Thierry (where he lost an eye and almost his 
life during the World War), whether it is the 
Mexican border and pursuit of bandits or whether 
it is this new Far East disturbance with its alarm­ 
ing possibilities, Gibbons, armed with his type­ 
writer, may always be found. 


He accompanied Pershing’s punitive expedition in 
search of V illa in 1917 and then covered the 
World War for the Chicago Tribune. He was on 
the Laconia when it was sunk by a German tor­ 
pedo off the Irish coast, and was among those 
saved from a watery grave. Accompanying the 
Japanese troops, he was pushing ahead through 
bitter cold weather toward Harbin when word 
came of the hostilities at Shanghai. Within four 
hours after Nipponese marines took over the Cha- 
pei district there, Gibbons had taken charge of% 
International New’s Service’s Shanghai bur­ 
eau and was filing dispatches in his amazing 
newspaper English between exploding shells. If 
there is anything to this trouble over there, Gib­ 
bons will tell you about it. Read his dispatches
